A. Sever- 
ance (Kan.) man lost $4200, an Iowa 
man $18,000 and two Missouri men $10,- 
000 and $2000 each, according to detect- 
ives. 


The first case was at Excelsior 
Springs a month ago, where the swin- 
diers met the man from Severance. 
Two or three weeks ago the $18,000 
swindle occurred. The other two op- 
erations are said to have been at Hot 
Springs. 

The men conducted a_  wire-tapping 
gZgame, according to a detective. They 
left Excelsior Springs for the East, he 
said. The manager of the agency said 
last night he had pictures of two of the 
men and information that would lead tv 
their arrest. Twelve men are in the 
game, he said. 

It is the belief of Excelsior Springs of- 
ficers that there were two gangs. The 
first is said to have gone to Calgary, 
Canada, after the first swindle.

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DEFENDING PUP 
FROM RABID DOG 


Animal Wounds Her Twice and 
| After Attacking Other Dogs, 
Is Killed. 


ANTITOXIN GIVEN TO HER 


She Is 638th Person Bitten by 
Dogs in St. Louis Since 
First of Year.

Eight-year-old Velma Wright, 
68th person known to have been bitten 
by a dog in St. Louis since Jan. 1, began 
taking treatment to prevent rabies Tues- 
day after City Bacteriologist Downey L. 
Harris had scientifically determined that 
a dog which bit her at 5:30 a. m. had 
rabies. 


Dr. Harris believes the prompt treat- 
ment will prevent hydrophobia, but he 
cannot be sure that she is entirely out 
of danger until eight days hav e,passed. 

Velma is the daughter of Mrs. Daisy 
Wright of 1214 South Boyle avenue. 

She was bitten by a stray dog while 
trying to defend her pet puppy when 
it was attacked in front of her home. 

After sinking its teetn in the little 
girl’s left hand and right arm, the dog 
ran down the street and bit several 
other dogs. It was shot and killed by 
Patrolman Horn. 

Velma just had arisen and was dress- 
ing when she heard her do@ crying as 
if in pain. Running to the street she 
found a strange dog attacking her pet. 
When she threw her arms around her 
puppy the strange dog bit her. 

The child was sent to the city hos- 
pital. The dog’s body was turned over 
to the City Bacteriologist. 

Dr. Harris lost no time in making the 
test which showed that the dog had 
rabies, the germs of which were found 
in its brain. The test was completed at 
10:30 a. m. He at once had the little 
girl brought from the city hospital to his 
office and gave her the first injection 
of the Pasteur anti-toxin treatment. 

Velma then was taken to her home. It 
will be necessary for her to return to 
Dr. Harris’ office each day for eight 
days and receive injections of the anti- 
toxin. 

After arriving at her _home, _' 
though both her arms “were bandaged, 
lid not secm to be in pain. She played 
about her yard with ciher ehiidren of 
the neighborhvod and seemed proud 
that she had saved her pet, ‘‘Nigger,’’ 
from the strange dog.

After treating Velma, Dr. Harris re- 
peated his warning against stray dogs, 
as published in Monday’s Post-Dispatch, 
and again said it would be a good shing 
to set aside a day on which all unmuz- 
zled dogs in the city should be killed.

“Spectators in the corridors outside 


Judge Cave’s court Monday afternoon 
saw a man and a woman whom the tri- 
bunal had just divorced, seal the disso- 
lution of their marriage with a kiss. 


While Mrs. Edna Catlin of 3244 North 
Eleventh street was testifying in a de- 
fault case that her husband, Arthur, 
struck her and drank to excess, persons 
in the courtroom saw a figure which at 
intervals approached the glass door, 
peered in and then darted away.

Catlin looked at her wistfully, and at 
last stammered a request for a farewell 
kiss. The woman who had a few min- 
utes before divorced him, placed her 
hand on his shoulder and pressed her 
lips to his, repeating: 

“Good-by, .irthur.’’ 

Tears stood in her husband's eyes and 
he muttered: “I never did get a show." 
Then, without a backward look, he 
shuffled away. 

The Catlins, according to the wife’s 
testimony, were married nearly seven 
years aso, and have two children, a 
boy, Milton, 5 years old, and a girl, 
Melwould, 2.

Two Unitarian churches have 560 mem- 
bers, the figures show, and two Swede- 
borgian churches have a combined 
membership of 272. The Society of 
Practical Christianity is given a pla? 
with 250 members. These are listed as 
“other denominations.”’ 

“The figures of church membership 
and adherents are surprisingly large,” 
Ames said, “‘but they are accurate. They 
are based on official statistics of va- 
rious denominations and are approxi- 
mately ecorréct. However, they some- 
what misrepresent actual conditions, 
as many are necessarily counted «$s 
adherents who have little or no con- 
nection with the church at the present 
time. 

The census shows there are 17 Ortho- 
dox Hebrew churches in St. Louis and 
four Reformed Jewish congregations. 
The inability to estimate the exact 
membership or adherents, according to 
Ames, is because in Jewish congrega- 
tions only the male members of the fam- 
ily, or only the head of the family in 
most instances, are counted as members 
of the congregation. While all mem- 
bers of the family attend church at 
various times their number is not tabu- 
lated on the church records, and only 
an estimate can be made. 

The four Eastern European churches 
include two Orthodox Greek Catholic 
organizations, one Greek Catholic church, 
and one Polish National Catholic or- 
ganization. The Polish denomination 
has 1000 members, and easily outnum- 
bers the other memberships, the census 
figures show. 

The completed census will be submit- 
ted to the -Federation Council by the 
Committee on Statistics, of which the 
Rev. B. A. Abbott, pastor of the Union 
Avenue Christian Church, is chairman. 
The census was authorized by the va- 
rious congregations, 
charge of the Church Federation. The 
last previous church census was taken 
in 0 by the Government. 

The church organizations never 
fore have prepared a complete census, 
according to Ames, and there are hv 
former records by which gains and 
losses in the total number of churc’ 
adherents can be compared. The I ed- 
eral census is taken by a different sys- 
tem than is usually used in church rec- 
ords, Ames declared, and no accurate 
comparisons can be made. The pres- 
ent census will become the official recoru 
of St. Louls churches from which fu- 
ture comparisons may be made.

Mal- 
colm Scott, a brother of Sir John, op- 
poses probate of the will on the ground 
thet Baron and Lady Sackville used un- 
due influence in order to obtain the bulk 
of the estate. He also contends that a 
ceficil fer which he has offered $50,000 
reward was executed after the drawing 
of the will €or which the Sackvilles seex 
probate 

Codicil Sought f2 Envelope. 

By order of the Court some time ago 
am envelope left by Sir John Murray 
Seott, addressed to Lady Sackville, was 
ofened, but it has not been disclosed 
whether it contained the missing codicil. 

At the opening of the case for Mal- 
coim Scott today his counsel outlined the 
general nature of h > case. 

“The Sackville,”’ rs said, “spent more 
titan 10 years in obfaining complete as- 
cendancy and domination over Sir John 
Beott. The nature of that influence was 
#uch that, although they were not rela- 
tives, they induced him to finance them 
for enormous sums during his lifetime 
and to leave to them the greater part of 
his estate of $5,000,000."’ 

Sir John’s Career Noted. 

Sir John died on Jan. 17, 1912, after 
@ most remarkable career. He was the 
gon of a Scottish docter of very humble 
position. The doctor chanced to be called 
in to attend the Marquis of Hertford. 
The Marquis and his kinsman, Richard 
Wallace, took a liking to him and Wal- 
lace appointed Dr. Scott’s son his pri- 
vate secretary. 

He served in that capacity for many 
ears and eventually induced Wallace 
to present the famous Wallace art col- 
lection to the British nation, for which 
service Scott was made a Baronet. 

Sir John’s fortune was bequeathed te 
him by Lady Wallace, who left him 
about $5,000,000 in money and some large 
properties in France.

Poincare Heartily Welcomed in

LONDON, Jure 24.—The friendly feel- 
ing between Great Britain and France 
was manifested today on the arrival in 
London of President Raymond Poin- 
care. The French President is to be 
the guest of King George and the Brit- 
ish nation unti: June 27. 

All the newspapers in editorial arti- 
cles heartily welcomed the French 
President. 

President Fotncare arrived off Ports- 
mouth early this morning.

GETTYSBURG READY FOR 
-EVEN 50,000 VETERANS 


Accomodations for 40,000 At 

Anniversary, but 10,000 More 

Can Be “ared For. 

GETTYSEURG, Pa., June 24.— 
“There will be ample accommodations 
and plenty of rations for all veterans 
who come to Gettysburg for the bat- 
tle anniversary celebration next week, 
even though the number exceed by 
10,000, the original estimate,” was 
the statement made by officers of the 
regular army at camp headquarters. 

“We have over 6000 tents, nearly 
all af which are now in place,” said 
one. officer. “Every one is supposed 
to be large enough to receive 11 men. 
We have apportioned only eight to 
each tent. By making it nine we have 
additional accommodations for 6000 
men and we can increase this by an- 
other 6000 without crowding anyone. 
It is true that we based our sup- 
plies on an estimate of 40,000 veter- 
ens, but the amount is elastic and 
wan be made to care for many others. 
Supplies are based on a liberal plan. 
Every veteran who comes here will 
get stelter and all the food he 
needs.”

E. Stetson, who was excommunicaed 
from the Mother Church of Christ, Sci- 
entist, in Boston, tn 1908, announces her- 
self in her new book, entitled ‘Remi- 
niscences, Sermons and Correspond- 
ence,” as the true teacher of Christian 
Science, the spiritual head of the 
church, as opposed to the directors of 
the Mother Church. 


She shows virtually that she regards 
herself as the person to whom Mrs. 
Eddy intended the real authority of the 
church should descend; not as the head 
of the church in the sense that Mrs. 
Eddy was and is, but in the sense that 
her interpretation of Christian Sctence 
should be accepted rather than the 
views of the Mother Church directors. 
Ne Physical Successor. 
By the traditions of the church there 
can be but one leader, and she has 
passed on. There can never be a suc- 
cessor in the physical sense, but Mrs. 
Stetson has repeatedly declared that 
Mrs. Eddy would manifest herself to 
the faithful. 
There is no allusion in the book to 
physical resurrection, which many have 
been expecting. The spiritual incarna- 
tion, Mrs. Stetson’s adherents say, has 
arrived, and this book confirms ft. 
“Since I resigned from the material 
organization, the First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, New York City,” Mrs. Stet- 
son says, “I have never contended for 
any personal rights, but have been 
most vigilant and always at my post 
of spiritual observation, in defense of 
genuine Christian Science. 
“A gacred charge has been intrusted 
to me by my beloved leader, Mary Baker 
Eddy, the defense of genuine Christian 
Science and the spiritual facts of be- 
ing, against the efforts of the ‘enemy of 
good.’ The claim of a power opposed to 
good (malicious animal magnetism) has 
failed to separate me from my leader 
and best earthly friend and, through 
the power of Christ, will utterly and fi- 
nally fail in preventing me from protect- 
ing and promulgating the Christ-mind 
healing, or legitimate, operative, demon- 
strable Christian Science.”

Miss Mae " Sullivan Charges 
Bréach of Promise by Man 
Who Has Wife and Child.

NEW YORK, June %.-—Pretty and al- 


ways petted, Mae Sullivan says she can- 
not be happy, now that the petting and 
the petter are gone, except she be 
perched in the lap of luxury, hence her 
suit for $225,000 of Arthur Hoe'’s money. 

Charging that Hoe failed to keep a 
promise to make her his wife, and fur- 
ther declaring he violated an agreement 
to give to her a life annuity of $60,000, 
Miss Sullivan, who is a daughter of the 
late Patrick H. Sallivan, once Register 
of Deeds, and prominent in the city’s 
political life, brought two suits for dam- 
ages. Arthur Ingersoll Hoe is the son 
of the late Robert Hoe, printing press 
manufacturer. 

“T have every reason to ‘believe that 
Mr. Hoe will make a settlement ont of 
gourt,” she said. “It ts simply awful— 
this publicity. And I want it distinctly 
understood that Mr. Hoe always acted 
gentlemanly toward me. There was nev- 
er anything wrong between us. The only 
explanation I can give to his strange 
conduct is that he was desperately in 
love with me. 

Started With F lirtation. 

“T met him one day on the street. It 
was a flirtation—I confess that. But he 
acted splendidly and treated me in a 
perfectly gorgeous manner. Later he 
proposed marriage and I accepted him. 

“It was in January, 1912, that he be- 
gan to give me an allowance of $1000 a 
week, and he continued this allowance 
until last February. Soon after we met 
I bought a $6000 automobile with the 
money he gave to me. The following 
April I needed a little extra cash in a 
hurry oné day and sold the car for $400. 
Mr. Hoe was very liberal, and I have 
now in safe deposit $35,000 worth of jew- 
elry, mostly diamonds, which ¥ bought 
with money he gave to me. 

“One day in February, 1912, Mr. Hoe 
said to me: ‘I’ve got something strange 
to tell you.’ Then he told me he had.a 
wife and a child. Naturally I was pret- 
ty blue. I had his promise to marry 
me, had placed implicit faith in him. I 
told him I thought I could demand 
something for his broken promise. In 
July, 1912, he offered to give $50,000 a year 
to me if I would release him from his 
promise. I signed a paper to that effect, 
but Mr. Hoe has since broken his part 
of the contract. When I called him to 
task, he said he was short of money. 
He has plenty of money, I understand, 
and that contract he signed is perfectly 
good, 

Can’t Comvince Relatives. 

“All of this publicity will kill me. I 
am an Orphan, and my relatives are hor- 
rified by this occurrence. Of course 
there is nothéng really wrong, nothing 
to be horrified over. _ [ama perfectly in- 
nocent girl, but they won’t believe me.”’ 

Miss Sullivan, petite and not yet 19, 
says she met Mr. Hoe months after he 
had married Evelyn Perry, an actress, 
who took a college course that she 
might fit herself for society. Wealthy 
in her own right, her father having left 
an estate of upwards of $1,000,000, she 
had just been graduated from a fash- 
lonable school and was unfamiliar with 
the ways of the world. She alleges 
that upon his protestations of love and 
declaration that he was unmarried she 
allowed him to establish her in a hand- 
some apartment and permitted him to 
spend at least $1000 a week in main- 
taining her. |. 

Although she had been brought up in 
luxury, the magnificence of the presents 
showered upon her quité turned her 
head and she declares she is now en- 
tirely unfitted to Hve in the manne: 
she did before she made his acquaint- 
ance. 

Hoe, a graduate of ' Harvard Univer- 
sity, is in his early thirties. He received 
$5,000,000 under the will of his father. 
Upon his father’s death, Robert, the 
elder son, became president of R. Hoe 
& Co., while Arthur became interested 
in the steel-inner tube concern. 

On May 10, 1910, Arthur I. Hoe, then 
stx years out of Harvard, announced 
that on the previous April 23 he had 
been married in Washington to Miss 
Perry, a chorus girl with “The Rogers 
Brothers in Ireland” company. ‘The 
engagement had been of more than a 
year’s duration and members of the Hoe 
family attended the wedding. 

It was in October of 1910 that Miss 
Sullivan says she first met Hoe. She 
had been graduated the previous spring 
from St. Bridget’s Academy. 

Hoe en~-~ed an apartment for her 
at 3081 S. enth avenue and she says 
she did not have to express her wishes 
to have them gratified: jewels and 
gowns were lavished upon her. Up to 
the time his payments ceased she savs 
his gifts had amounted to between $66,- 
000 and $100,000. 

The proposal of marriage was made, 
according ,to the complaint, on Dec. 2, 
1910, two months after Hoe met the 
girl. On that day Hoe’ called at Miss 
Sullivan's apartment, protested his great 
love for her and, as she tells the story 
in her papers, declared: “I wish to 
marry you not later than one year 
from now. Will you marry me? Are 
you willing to wait until then for me?”’ 

Wedding Date Is Put Off, 

The year was spent preparing for 
the wedding and she was greatly dis- 
appointed when, the following Decem- 
ber, Hoe asked her, she says, to post- 
pone the ceremony another 12 months. 
He pleaded that he wished to wait until 
his father’s estate was settied, or until 
his own business interests would permit 
him to take a wife, and she consented. 

After Mis# Sullivan had been in the 
Seventh avenue apartment three months 
she moved to even more elaborate quar- 
ters in the Norwood, where another 
three months were passed. After that 
she moved frequentiy, at times residing 
at the Hotel Marseilles, Britton Hall

Organization Proposed to Pro- 
tect Merchants From Persons 
Who Do Not Pay Bills. 


St. Louisans who have failed in the 
past tO pay their coal bills will have 
to pay cash for their fuel next winter 
or dance to keep warm. 


The retail coal men of St. Louis are 
paving the way for an organization, 
one of the objects of which will be to 
prepare a list of what is known in the 
trade as “dead beats” for general dis- 
tribution among all the dealers of St. 
Louis. 

Whenever anybody on this list applies 
to any coal merchant for fuel he will 
be asked to pay in advance. Unless 
the money is forthcoming he will get 
no coal, 

Dealers Say They Suffer. 

A committee comprised of A. H. Bed- 
doe of the Breese Trenton Coal Mining 
Co., A. A, Brewster of the Mount Olive 
and Staunton Coal Mining Co. and DB. 
J. Wallace of the Dealers’ Fuel Co. have 
been appointed to call a meeting of 
the coal dealers of St. Louis to form 
ah organization for mutual protection 
and benefit.

bills. In the past there has been n> 
system of exchange of information 
among coal dealers by which the “dead 
beats” could be made known to all the 
dealers in the city. 

They would buy from one dealer one 
year, another the next, and so on, be-

was confined to his bed for six monthe. 
This decision was reversed by the Court 
of Appeals, which held that as Gambino 
was not killed, it was his place to ask 
damages. Had he died, the court held, 
his wife could properly heave sought 
compensation at law. 

The Court of Appeals pointed out that 
this decision will, not apply to cases of 
alienation of affections.

Another interesting instance of the 
care taken by East St. Louis of the 
taxpayers’ money is shown in the case 
of Lester J. Grigsby, Assistant Health 
CorAmissioner, who obtained a raise in 
salary for three months, with the con- 
sent of the Council. 

The statutes of Illinois require the 
Council of East St. Louis to pass an 
ordinance prior to the beginning of each 
fiscal year fixing the salaries of all of- 
ficers, and prohibits any change in the 
salary during the year. 

Based on this statute, East St. Louis 
has an ordinance which reads: 

“The salaries of all officers, clerks 
and employes of the city shall be deter- 
mined and fixed by the City Council in 
the annual appropriation bill of by an 
ordinance to be passed not later than 
the 15th day of March in each year.” 

It has not been the custom of the East 
St. Louis Council to pass such an ordi- 
nance as is required by this law, but it 
has usually fixed the salaries of the 
heads of departments and some of the 
minor officers. 

Grigsby is not an officer in the tech- 
nical sense of the word, but the Council, 
in its appropriation ordinance passed in 
January, 1912, designated his office as 
one of those for which a salary, was 
fixed, It was placed at $1000 a year. 

The payrells of the Health Department 
are indorsed by Dr. L. B. Short, by “G.” 
Grigsby did much of the detail work of 
the office. The payrolls for 1912 show 
that Grigsby received a monthly salary 
of $83.33, on a basis of $1000 a year. After 
the end of the year the Health Depart- 
ment payrolls show Grigsby's salary was 
creased to $100 a month, or $1200 a year. 

It remained at that figure until a 
new appropriation ordinance was passed 
in March, 1913, when !t returned to $83.33. 
Grigsby's office is not mentioned in the 
1913 ordinance.

’ As a-rule the man who quits in a huff when 
there is work to do is well out of the service. It 
appears that District Attorney McNab ‘went off 
half-cocked” in tendering his resignation to At- 
torney-General McReynolds, and that the 3>v- 
ernment will not unduly suffer by his retirement. 

The postponement by the Department of Justice 
of the Caminetti case at the request of Secretary 
Wilson so as to allow the Immigration Commis- 
sioner to be present at his son’s trial was by no 
means improper in tne circumstances, and the 
most zealous prosecutor might reasonably have 
consented to it. The Immigration Commissioner 
was detained in his office by his superior, and on 
this account the postponement was sought of the 
Department of Justice. President Wilson’s com- 
ment that the postponement appears to have heen 
granted for a humane reason explains that phase 
of the case to the satisfaction of reasonable and 
humane men. 

Mr. McNab might have sought and would have 
been entitled to this explanatior when the order 
to postpone the trial came from the Attorney- 
General’s office, and the Attorney-General may 
be criticised for the summary manner in which 
bis subordinate was ordered without explanation. 
But in abruptly demanding to be relieved of his 
post, Mr. McNab is none th» less guilty of a kind 
of insubordination. Unquestionably the Depart- 
ment of Justice may use its discretion in deter- 
mining the course of many cases.

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DICTATING WOMEN’S DRESS. 

Since when have men acquired the right to dic- 
tate what women shall wear, or not wear? 

Legislative dress reform, rampant of !ate, cul- 
minates in the edict of the Rochester (Pa.) City 
Council proscribing certain apparel including 
slashed and closely fitting skirts, openwork 
hosiery and lace, netwurk or otherwise trans- 
parent waists. This followed the police order of 
Indianapolis last week, that women who wear 
the new slashed skirts must also wear a sort of 
drop curtain effect of lingerie underneath. 

Without discussing the mere good taste or pro- 
priety of these extreme cfforts at regulation, they 
exhibit a pathetic short sight in man-government. 
Just wait till about 38 more states grant women 
the vote, a-1 watch the retaliation in kind.

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A SUBSIDY FOR CHILDREN. 

The Senate is urged to incorporate in the in- 
come tax measure Wisconsin’s splendid plan of 
exemptions based on the number of children in 
a family. It is proposed that $500 in income ghall 
remain untaxed for each child. 

The measure is statesmanlike. If given effect, 
it would accord the first recognition in tax matters 
ever given by a great Government to the important 
family unit in commonwealths. The “normal 
tax” of 1 per cent on $500 would amount to $5. A 
compensation of that sum annually for each child 
is by no means to be scorned as negligible. It 
reaches the proportions of a respectable consid- 
eration in the case of such families as Con 
Roach’s and Sena‘or O’Gorman’s. Besides, the 
mere size of the initial Federal subsidy is unim- 
portant compared with its inauguration of a new 
anti-race suicide »olicy which may be expected 
to have a large development when the women 
vote. And perhaps it should not be forgotten 
that, for four times $5 the life of one of the en- 
dangered little fellows may be saved in unhealth- 
ful seasons, according to the figures of those who 
administer the Post-Dispatch Ice and.

“lor can they find substantial objection 
to the general plan and purpose cf the legislation 
he outlines. His object is succinctly and clearly 
defined in the following excerpt from his mes~" 
sage: 

The principles upon which we should act 
are also clear. The country has sought and 
seen its path in this matter within the last 
few years—sees it more clearly now than it 
ever saw it before—much more clearly than 
when the last legislative proposals on the 
subject were made. We must have @ currency, 
not rigid as now, but readily, elastically re- 
sponsive to the sound credit, the expanding 
and contracting credits of every-day transac- 
tions, the normal ebb and flow of personal 
and corporate dealings. Our banking laws 
must mobilize reserves; must not permit. the 
concentration anywhere in a few hands of 
the monetary resources of the country or their 
use for speculative purposes in such volume 
as to hinder or impede or stand in the way 
of other more legitimate, more fruitful uses. 
And the control of the system of banking and 
of issue which our new laavs are to set up 
must be public, not private, must be vested 
in the Government itself, so that the banks 
may be the instruments, not the masters, of 
business and of individual enterprise and 
initiative. 

The intelligent thought of tne country is crystal- 
lized c1 the necessity of ->form and on the main 
lines of reform. The measure fathered by the 
President embodies the vital points upon which 
there is agreement among those who have given 
attention to the subject. 

It substitutes the principle of scientific co-op- 
eration by which the banks would stand together 
with common resources in times of stress in- 
stead of alone engaged in a struggle for individual 
survival, ) 

It enables the banks to use good assets as a 
means of obtaining needed currency and thus Trees 
them from limitations of bond currency. 

It frees bank resources and credits from the 
control of a few masters of finance who have 
misused it for speculative purposes and releases 
them for the use of legitimate business. 

It substitutes regional for central control of 
reserves and credits. 

It places the control of currency and the super- 
vision of reserve associations in the hands of the 
Government, where it belongs. 

It breaks Wall street’s domination of the finan- 
cial resources of the country.

An Old Soldier’ s Advice. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

This is “the land of the free and the home of 
the brave,” but it will take the brave to ‘keep it 
free. I have been reading the various arguments 
for and against a good-sized army for these 
United States. Nothing is more necessary today 
in our country. than a well drilled and equipped 
army of 500,000 men—infantry, cavalry, artillery, 
navy, engineers, coast artillery, sappers, miners, 
hospital corps and quartermaster’s department 
and every other adjunct that is necessary to a 
The time is com- 
ing—lI’ve seen it for 10 years—when this will be 
needed. I have read ridiculous statements from 
contributors to the daily papers as to what we 
eould do to any foreign foe. One regiment of 
trained soldiers can whip and put to flight three 
regiments of untrained men. You cannot make a 
perfect soldier in less than eight months, so as 
te act individually and collectively and intelli- 
gently with other bodies of men. I had an ex- 
perience with recruits (or raw material) at New- 
pert Barracks, Kentucky, in the early part of the 
war, as drill sergeant, and can give it as my 
opinion that it takes from 60 to 80 days to perfect 
them in only preliminary work, before they should 
be allowed to handle their arms. To perfect 
them in the use of handling arms properly and 
efficiently it will take three or four months. 
About three months more is necessary for the 
purpose of their acting as parts of regiment, 
brigade, division, etc. 

I am not an alarmist and do not think any 
country can cope with us, but there is nothing 
like being prepared for any emergency that may 
come up that would entangle our country ih war, 
but the watchword should be preparedne@gs on our 
part if it comes. All civil organizations should 
adopt our tactics of the regular army for their 
drills, marching, ete. Let the American people 
give more attention to the protection and honor 
of our country and less attention to politics.
